Coroner Finds Child's Death 


Probably Caused By Phe- 
nol or Cresol — Murder 
Charge Against Mother is 
Strengthened 


"The results of this 
examination 


show the presence of phenol or cresol 
In the stomach, contents, duodenum, 
ileum, bladder, stomach and colon." 


This is the summary of the report 


of the analysis of the internal organs 
of Donald Settles, Junior, the five- 
days-old infant of Mr. and Jlrs. Don- 
ald^'Settles, who died the night" of Oc- 
tober 4 -at West Lafayette. 
The re- 


port was received by Coroner Edmund 
Cone from Dr. Ernest Scott, of the 
Ohio State university, Columbus, who 
made the pathological 
examination. 


The chemical analysis was made by 
L. H. Van Burkick, who is connected 
with the state chemist's office. 
The 


report says it was found 
that the 


membrane of the stomach was cover- 
ed with a yellowish mucous. 
The 


chemical analysis seems to clearly es- 
tablish the fact that 
the 
infant's 


death resulted from phenol, a power- 
ful caustic poison. Among its deriva- 
tives are lysol, vitriol and sulphuric 
acid. The chemists did not determine 
the exact quantity of phenol or cresolr 
A package containing blue vitro! and 
a bottle containing lysol were found in 
the same room where the baby died. 


Coroner Cone, who conducted the 


inquest to determine the manner of 
the child's death, has made his find- 
ings as follows: That the cause of the 
child's death was very probably phe- 
nol or cresol administered, by the 
hands of some unknown person or 
persons." The report will be filed at 
the county clerk's office. 


The child's mother, Mrs. Nina Rose' 


Settle, who is alleged to have made a 
confession exonerating her husband of/ 
any complicity in the crime, is still 
being held awaiting a hearing before 
Justice E. G. Abbott in whose court 
affidavits were filed against both her 
and her husband charging them with 
first degree murder. 
Mrs. Settle will 


undoubtedly be bound over to 
January grand jury.

sensational interview with the Matin, 
today denounced the Versailles treaty 
as a "weak peace." 


Marshal Foch revealed that the rela- 


tions between former Premier Clem- 
enceau and himself were badly strain- 
ed during the dark days of the war. 


The generalissimo said he was re- 


buked by ex-Premier Clemenceau when 
he offerd suggestions. 


"France has failed to gain the as- 


surances which our victory justified" 
Foch was quoted as saying. 


"Personally I was in favor of and 


demanded military occupation of ?the 
Rhine until the peace treaty was ex- 
ecuted and I was supported by 
M. 


Polncare (former president,) but re- 
ceived no answer. 


"When I demanded that M. Clemen- 


ceau reply, he said he had conversed 
on the subject %vith President Wilson, 
and Premier Lloyd George and had no 
reply to make. 


"M.. Clemenceau showed hardly any 


appreciation of my work. At the war 
council In London when I protested 
against a decision of Field Marshal 
Earl Haig (the chief of the British, 
army,) I "wa& vigorously told by M.

An Effective Ration 


. 
For Laying Pullets 


The most effective ration for feed- 


ing hens and pullets as found at the 
Ohio Experiment Station consists of 
mash, ground corn 6 parts, bran 3 
parts, meat scrap 6 parts, by wteight. 
In addition a scratch ration of shelled 
or cracked corn is fed so that the 
fowls will consume twice as much of 
the grain as mash. 


This ration decreased the cost of 


feed per dozen eggs more than 20 per- 
cent as compared with other rations 
and Increased the production per pul- 
let more than 50 per cent. The teats 
were made to determine the amount 
of meat scrap laying rations should 
contain.

acid phosphate has boon 31 bushels 
to the acre for tho last 10 years, or 
double the state average for tho aame 
period.

to careful study of the fertility re- 
quirements of wheat. 


Director Charles E. Thome states 


that even wllh improved

the average increase in yield of wheat

The people of this county are about to celebrate en 


masse an occasion which will be gratefully known and 
remembered for a thousand years as Armistice Day. 
Thruout the civilized world, with the exception of 
Germany and her confederates, this day will be cele- 
brated by the peoples of the different nations each in 
their own peculiar way. 


Yes, and in time to come, the FREE peoples of the 


Central Powers, harking back to the day in which Au- 
tocracy signed its confession of defeat, will join in the 
world acclaim and together the victors and the con- 
quered will raise their voices in glad Hosannahs that 
the age-old theory of the divine right of kings met de- 
served death on the blood-soaked fields of France. 


There is an old saying that "Distance lends en- 


chantment to the view." 
It is a true saying. 
Neither 


of great men nor of great events does the Present get 
the right perspective. 
It is to the Future that is 


granted the fortunate power of measuring aright 
these deeds and those names which place posterity 
under perpetual obligation to them. 


It is safe to say that not even the wisest of our gen- 


eration has any commensurate conception of the his- 
torical value of the day we are about to celebrate. 
And yet even now, so closely is the world knit to- 
gether in one perfect fabric, we are beginning to sense 
the significance which history will attach to the date 
whose anniversary we are about to celebrate, No- 
vember 11, 1918. 


In time this date will take its place along with the 


other landmarks' in the march of World Progress, with 
Marathon, Thermopylae and Salamis, with Runny- 
mede and Trafalgar, with Yorktown and Appomat- 
tox. 


It was fitting and proper that the death blow to so- 


cial caste and political servitude should be adminis- 
tered by the sons of the men who first proclaimed the 
political equality of the masses and carried the New 
World challenge of representative government to the 
effete monarchies of the Old. 
It was the crowning 


act of political retributive justice that America, in con- 
junction with the free peoples of England and France 
should demonstrate to despot and tyrant that the in- 
dividualism of democracy is more than equal, even in 
the game of war, to the mass stolidity and unreasoning 
brute strength of the corrupt dynasties of Germany, 
Austria and Turkey. 


It was a stubborn fight, but there could be but one 


ending. 
Beaten at their own game the monarchies of 


the Old World crumbled of their own inherent rotten- 
ness when their generals in the field acknowledged 
that they could no longer appeal to the decision of the 
sword. 
On October 19, 1781, Cornwallis admitted 


that monarchical rule could not compete with democ- 
racy in the New World and the date will forever en- 
dure in history. 
On November 11, 1918, monarchy 


made the same admission in Europe. 
And while 


there are still a few nations in both Europe and Asia 
that subscribe to the theory of the divine right of 
kings, it is undeniably true that there is no people un- 
der the sun longing for political freedom and mentally 
and spiritually equipped for freedom that cannot to- 
day achieve freedom on its own terms. 


November 11, 1918, settled that for all time to 


corne. 
It finally and forever exploded that fallacious 


theory and today there is no people that need longer 
quake in the presence of a king or give credence to the 
idea that the few are born to rule and the many to 
serve. 


It is for this reason that Armistice Day should be 


celebrated the world over with glad acclaim. 
It is 


for this reason that our people here in Coshocton-co 
should assemble annually on this sacred day and re- 
vive the memories not only of Armistice Day, but of 
the long succession of events which have marked the 
steady rise of the masses and the corresponding de- 
cline of the classes. 


And in our meeting together we should renew the 


wonderful spirit of co-ordination which made pos- 
sible the winning of the war. 
For if America could 


be cemented in spirit for one decade by the spirit 
which united us for the duration of the war there is 
nothing within the scope of human longing and hu- 
man need that could not be accomplished. 


The past few years have marked the accomplish- 


ment of great events. 
But greater are in store for us 


if we but have the wisdom to gather in what the shed- 
ding of our soldier-blood on the fields of Flanders 
made possible for us to attain. 
"Our Boys" cut the 


golden grain of Future Possibilities. 
Have we the 


wisdom to garner the harvest they have so heroically 
reaped? 


Let us then, as a people meet with one accord 


Thursday and celebrate an event which is destined to 
endure as one of the great epochs in the history of 
mankind. 
For in the centuries to come we may rest 


assured that Armistice Day will be valued at its true 
worth, regardless of how we view it today.

location for drilling wells, has been 
tried out by the Keene Oil & Gas com- 
pany which is preparing to drill its 
first well on the M. A. 
Mc.Connell 


farm east of Keene. The tests made 
by this Instrument clearly indicated 
that there is oil in paying quantities 
underlying ,much of the 1,500 acres! 
which the company has under lease, i 


Tho first test, war, made at 
the ! 


point where the rigging and other i 
equipment for the first well had been | 
placed. The instrument is in the pos- • 
fession of W. it. Elliott. Zanesvil'.e, i 
who was brot. here by the contractor,] 
G. W. Guthrie.- It is a clever inven- i 
lion on which a. patent has been so- | 
cured and which has been used e.xt.en- j 
sively by the Standard Oil company. 
It is a cork-like affair, in which is a 
metallic box containing some chemi- 
cal substance for which oil has a pe- 
culiar magnetism. The device is held 
above the ground by means of two 
projecting sticks or handles and if 
there is oil beneath the surface this 
fact is indicated by the cork being 
drawn toward the ground, slowly or 
rapidly depending upon the quantity 
of oil. 


The device turned gradually at the 


first location. Another test was ma.de 
about 200 feet to the southwest on the 
same farm. Here the showing of oil

Stocks May Be Moved at 


Will, is Finding of the 
Highest Tribunal 


BLOW TO~PROHIBITION 
Fifty 
Million 
Gallons of 


Whiskey Now In Bonded 
Warehouses 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 9.—The whis- 


key flood gates may be opened by the 
supreme court decision 
regarding 


whiskey held .in storage. 


Larse stocks of the 50,000,000 gal- 


lons •' whiskey remaining in bonded 
warehouse!* muy be released by this 
decision it was stated today. 


Certificates showing the holdings of 


whiskey in bonded warehouses and an 
evidence of its ownership are appar- 
ently vitally affected. 


The court In passing upon a New 


York case did not deal 
specifieally* 


with the question of warehouse cer- 
tificates, but its view was inado plain 
that whiskey owned and stored for 
personal use may be withdrawn and 
moved by the owner at his option. 


The decision may deal a body blow 


at prohibition it was said today. Pro- 
hibition Commissioner Kramer 
and 


Internal Revenue Officer Evans 
are 


studying the decision with a view to 
determining its effect on stocks in 
bond. 


In effect the court states whiskey 


stared by an owner who acquired it 
legally iind who does not hold it for 
any illegal use, may be taken out of 
storage and transported at any time. 
In the Now York case's decision it 
was not made plain whether an own- 
er could move his liquor so stored 
across the stale boundaries in inter- 
state commerce. 


The Interstate commerce laws were 


not Involved in the New York, case 
and no mention of this phase of the 
matter was made by the court. It IB 
still therefore a..iriatter of determina- 
tion of tlie Internal revenue bureau 
and the extent to which the decision 
will allow interstate shipments will 
not be definitely known until Commis- 
sioner Williams makes known 
his 


ruling on the matter. 


It wan established by the court that 


ownership of whiskey is a property 
right enjoyed under tho constitution, 
and the view of the court was 
that 


nothing In tho Volstead act can take 
away that right. 


Upon that broad ground it was ad- 


mitted by enforcement officers today 
that. grea.t difficulty 
will bo encoun- 


tered in any attempt to prevent with- 
drawal from bumli'd warehouses 
of 


whiskey slocks, represented by legally 
acquired certificates now outstanding 
among thousands of individuals. 


It is likely official;.! sai<! today that 


'.horo will bo stiff opposition by tho. 
enforcement bureau to any lotting 
down of the bars for indiscriminate 
withdrawals. 
Tint tho decision is cer- 


tain to result in much confusion and 
an overturning of some of the regula- 
tions now In force. 


Among the regulations which are 


automatically rescinded is one which 
prohibited an owner of liquor legally 
acquired for his personal use within 
the home, from moving I he liquor In n. 
van or other vehicle

Concentration Of Population 
T 


HE concentration of population goes on apace. 
America 


has crossed the line which divides urban from rural life and 


is now strongly urban. From the colonial days, when less than 
ten percent ot her people lived in incorporated towns, more than 
fifty-five percent of the American people now live in cities and 
towns of 5,000 and more inhabitants. 


Everywhere the story is the same, 
farms are deserted, 


villages decimated and even the smaller cities like Coshocton 
barely hold their own against the resistless pull of the metro- 
politan \prte\. The combined population of three cities, New 
York, Chicago and Philadelphia, is now in excess of 10,000,000, 
or nearly three times the total population of the nation when 
it first defied the military and naval power of Great Britain. 


The combined area of these three cities is only 605 square 


miles, or less than that of Coshocton-co. In other words, while 
there is an average of only 35 persons to the square mile in the 
whole of United tates, in these three cities the density ot popula- 
tion has reached the enormous total of 1,700 to the smiare mile. 
Or, to put i1 in still another way, ten percent ot our^population 
occupies only two ten-thousandth (.0002) of our total contin- 
ental area! 


Figures like these are significant. Newspapers and maga- 


zines dwell on the discomforts of the city; of the crowding, the 
dust and dirt and hustle and biiotle and noise and muddeivng 
confusion, all to no avail 
The exodus from the country and 


small town keeps on. The country boy ctill KOC= to the city to 
make his fortune. 
The farmer finds it increasingly hardei to 


get hands to harvest his crops. 


Food is plentiful in the country, but the consumers are in the 


cities. 
States like Iowa and Nebraska \\hich were virgin 


prames in the days of our fathers and btill others like i,he 
Dakotas and Oklahoma which were virgin in our own time, have 
risen to the peak in population and are already slumping There 
were fewer people living on farms in Iowa, our premier agri- 
cultural state in 1910 than there were m 1900 and tewer in 
1920 than m 1890! 


It is true improved farm machycry has iclcased tens of 


thousands of rural residents from tne production of food and 
has enabled them to become producers of manufactuied com- 
modities, but the shift has gone about ^s tar as it can without 
crossing the danger hue. 
The depopulation of our rural dis- 


tricts is fast becoming a menace, one \\hich has been foreseen 
for the past three decades, but one which we have ti icd in vain 
to check. 
One-fourth of our population now Incs in cities of 100,000 


and upward. If the same tendency rcmairs unchecked thruout 
the present decade one-third of our people will live in cities of 
1,00,000 and upward by the time the 1930 count is completed. 
As against this America, a land whose natural resources arc 
practically undeveloped, is no longer self-sustaining 
Aheadj/ 


we are importing wheat from Canada, Australia and the Argen- 
tine. 


We buy sugar abroad, we import thousands of tons of 


wool and raw silk, we go to the ends of the eaith for rite and 
semi-tropical fruits that we could raise ourselves and buy two- 
thirds of our paper from the outside 
Year by year oui impoits 


of these things we should produce ourselves increases and con- 
stantly new items are added fo the list of importations 


It would seem that so resourceful a people as ours could 


adjust a condition so abnormal as this. But alter thiity years 
of talk and experimentation nothing has been accomplished. 
The tendency toward concentration in population is even strong- 
er now than" it was in the eighties and nineties. 
Our own be- 


lief is that basically it is a matter of taxation and that a ic- 
arrangement of our tax laws from the present haphazard, un- 
just method of raising public ic-venues to a natuial, scientific 
and equitable system of taxation \\ ill prove to be the solution.

"When the membership fee to the 


Farm Bureau was a dollar I handed 
it over, because with my publicity 
work for our Wool Association, I had 
no time to think of it, but when it 
sprung to ten dollars, I was distinctly 
opposed, but kept still about it. 


"On reviewing the results of our 


own efforts during the past year I 
am thoroughly converted to the util- 
ity of tho Bureau, and any fee 
re- 


quired. If five years ago the sheep 
men of America had put up one cent 
a sheep for publicity there would not 
now be a pound of unsold wool in 
the XI. S., the growers of the world 
would all be awake, building up flocks 
and the mills would be scrambling for 
fleece wool to supply the demand for 
virgin wool textiles. 


"Judging by the millions of people 


who have been influenced by our lit- 
tle hampered bureaus to accept the 
reasons for a languishing sheep in- 
dustry, "the value 01 real wool, the 
depravity of shoddy and the cause of 


extortionate prices (or clothing it is 
eafe to say that the wool could have 
been converted by that cent In five 
years. 


"It would bar* been half a million 


a year, a power, and saying nothing 
about benefit to other states and con- 
fining to Ohio, we alone would now 
have every cent of it back. This 'dis- 
tressed' wool would have brought at 
least $15,000,000 as soon as sheared 
and the Interest on that for six months 
at 6 per cent is $460,000 gone forever. 
Besides the wool, some time in future 
must be let go at halt price and the 
loss of circulation of 
money, 
the 


wearing of vile clothes of the peo- 
ple and further handicaps 
on 
the 


sheepmen must go on while our weak 
bureaus peg away longer. 


"While we have been 
taking 
all 


kinds of bad treatment and coming to 
this condition of wool and textiles, the 
prune, nut, and fruit interests of the 
Pacific region have made a market 
that has enriched them permanently, 
and every Interest except grain and 
livestock has had ample money to 
furnish them a home on easy street. 
Even the junkmen know more than 
we. When the pure fabric bill threat- 
ened they bunched and shipped in 
checks for tens, hundreds and thous- 
ands to protect their craft, and until 
producers acquire knowledge that or- 
ganization and a modicum of money 
is necessary they will be at the tail 
end of the financial procession and 
take what is coming to them from all 
the others. 
They will be like the 


sickly sheep following the flock living 
on leavings. 


"As that one cent would have re- 


turned dollars on wool and dollars on 
sheep, so this money paid for a Farm 
Bureau will put producers on a par 
wijh other interests. It will put them 
above where they belong. The grow- 
ers of food and clothing come first 
but indolently let all others 
do as 


they pleased with them. 


"Producers need a fund of millions 


for organizers, educators, 
watchers 


and attorneys, and as soon as it is in 
working order the cost will return 
with dividends and compound interest. 
They hold the key to the whole situ- 
ation which they can use 
to 
give 


others only what liberty they please. 
Sunset should come quickly for the 
day that the main purpose <jf land 
owners is to work night and day to 
grow unlimited yields and hand them 
to any who wants them, below the 
cost of production. The above is my 
opinion of the farm bureau "
